Each  follower  of  Christ  has

The  question 
is,  'How?*  How  can

Next  P^  gives  instruction 
on  our  need  to  be  special  ves¬ 
sels  and  not  ordinary  ones 
(verses  20-21).

We  need 
to  oe  'prepared  for  every  good 
work*  (verse  21).  Our  leacmiess 
for  service  and  not  the  per¬ 
ceived  importance  of  the  ser¬ 
vice  is  what  makes  us  special 
and  honorable  to  the  Master. 
When  we  are  ready  and  avail¬ 
able  to  be  used  of  Gcxl  to  impact 
others,  whether  it's  by  helping  a 
neighboc  praying  with  a  hurt¬ 
ing  coworker;  or  leading  a 
hitchhiker  to  Christ,  then  we  are 
special  honorable  vessels  in  the 
eyes  of  the  Master. 

Lasdy,  Paul  gives  instruction 
on  the  need  to  be  wise  rather 
than  foolish  (verses  22-26). 
Those  who  are  wise  will  flee 
detrimental  things  and  pursue 
that  which  is  beneficial,  m  con¬ 
trast,  those  who  are  foolish  will 
pursue  that  which  is  evil  and 
therefore  flee  from  that  whidi  is 
good.  If  we  are  to  be  usefol  to 
.God,  we  need  to  be  wise  and 
'flee  finom  youthful  passions' 
(verse  22).  What  are  tne  yoc^ 
ful  passions  we  should  avoid? 
Ones  that  come  immediately  to 
mind  are  passions  such  as  envy 
and  iealousy,  lust,  and  the 
desire  for  wealth  and  power.  Yet 


given  the  content  of  Paul's 
mstmctfon  to  Uanothy  the  focus 
of  'youthful  pasaons*  seems  to 
be  the  need  to  control  one's 
tongue.  This  is  a  fovorite  means 
usra  ^  youiw  people  to  draw 
attention  to  memsoves  and  to 
exert  their  kfeas.  Howevet  the 
tongue  can  stir  iiKtedfole  strife 
as  James  pi^ls  out  (1:24  3:5-6). 
This  is  a  dkhotomous  position 
to  the  faith,  love,  peace,  pure 
heart,  and  gentle  instruction 
Paul  identifies  as  the  wise  and 
righteous  approach.*  Those  fol¬ 
lowing  foolish  youthful  pas¬ 
sions  try  to  win  disagreements 
throu^  vohum^  confusing  of 
issuev end  arguing  over  nmiu- 
tiae.  jrhe  wise  person  avoids 
useless  arguments  and  instructs 
wiflt  gerroeness  in  the  hope  of 
enlightening  others  rather  than 
beating  them  in  a  debate. 

If  we  follow  the  instiuction 
given  by  Paul  mZTlmolhy  2:14- 
26  we  will  be  nIoR  useful  to  God 
and  we  win  live  signifiamt  lives 
by  investing  our  aves  in  others 
in  a  God  honoring  murmer.
